The September 27, 2002 Office Communication asked applicants to 
elect one of Group I (claims 1-31), Group II (claims 32-34), Group III (claims 
35-39 and 41-42), Group IV (claims 35-39 and 41-42) and Group V (claims 
35-39 and 43-43). 



Applicants hereby elect Group I (claims 1-31) with traverse on the 
grounds that all of claims 1-43 are limited to either a modified neurotoxin 
comprising a biological persistence modifying component or a method of 
using such a modified neurotoxin, and hence a single search should suffice to 
search all the claims.
